Meeting again four Metualis engaged in break- 
iig stones for the repair of the roads ‘he, 
smarting perhaps under the. humiliating rte- 
collection of his ill-treatment at the hands of 
their Shiite brethren of Sour, shot the four of 
them, killicg again t three and severely wound- 
ing the ‘“fourth.'
